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THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: A portion of the Court's 
order of July 24th, of course, directed that the depositions 
be completed, and you have conceded that you did not return 
for the' completion of your deposition. What discovery 
responses, if any, did you serve by August 6, 2007? 

MR. ONSA: I'm going to defer to Denise Onsa on 
that question if I may. 

THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: Does that mean that you are 
unable to state now that you have served any responses to 
the discovery request? My order, of course, was that you 
do so by August 6. 

MS. ONSA: Am I allowed — 

THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: I can only hear from one of 
you at a time. Is it correct — 

MR. ONSA: Then I'll — 

THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: — then, Mr. Onsa, that you 
are not able to represent now that you served any documents 
by August 6? 

MR. ONSA: Yes, Your Honor. That — 

THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: Have you paid the attorneys 
fees that the Court ordered paid by August 31st? 

MR. ONSA: No, Your Honor. No. And when I was 
at the deposition I was attempting to receive legal 
representation to go forward, and we found out that legal 
representation was beyond our means, and that's why we're 
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MR. ONSA: We went to Florida. We went to 
Florida - 

THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: And did you come back on 

Monday?' 

MR. ONSA: No. No, Your Honor, I did not. 

THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: Very well, you may 
continue . 

MR. ONSA: In terms of the point that Mr. Hoge 
made concerning the information he received from the bank 
account, the question which Mr. Henry asked me during the 
deposition which they have underlined which he quoted for 
you, which is not in front of me, I believe I was answering 
a question about non-realized profits. We were having a 
discussion about how profits hadn't been realized, and he 
said, "Well, did you take any of the profits?" and I was 
making reference to, "No, if I satisfy my demands to my 
clients, then I'm supposed to receive a lump sum." I have 
never stated that I did not receive a salary for controlling 
Mr. Henry as well as other people's money. My wife was a 
stay-at-home mother, and — 

THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: I'm going to interrupt you 
again, Mr. Onsa. The focus of this hearing is not with 
respect to the claims or defenses, but with respect to the 
conduct of discovery. 

MR. ONSA: Yes, Your Honor. Okay. Then I will — 
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I asked if I could have a copy of it and they told me it 
would cost me money. And funds are an issue right now, so I 
did not request my own copy because they told me it would 
cost $150.00 or something, and we didn't have $150.00 for a 
copy of the deposition, which only took place for an hour 
and then was stopped and then we went to lunch. 

I'm speaking from memory — 

THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: Do you concede, then, that 
you did not return for the completion of your deposition or 
make arrangements for the completion of your deposition? 

MR. ONSA: I'm going to defer that answer to my 
wife, because I think she has a little bit more accurate 
timetable, and if the Court would allow I'd like her to 
answer that specific question unless you want me to attempt 
an answer. 

THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: No, you may — you may 
continue . 

MR. ONSA: Okay. I'll attempt to answer it, if 
you don't find it accurate. 

When we left, I felt that we were exploring 
settlement. We told the gentlemen we were flying back to 
Florida. They said if settlement discussions didn't begin, 
we should come back to Washington on Monday. We left under 
the impression — 

THE MAGISTRATE JUDGE: And did you do that?
